Thoro is an old couplet that snyH 
a wiso man only knows precisely tho 
mode of acting lolly wisely,'' That 
Mr. McCluro is neither a wiso man 
nor a good actor ail who iTitiiossod 
tho porforiuanco in tho theatre on 
Saturday evening will coiiceile. Tho 
aoling on tho part of tho company 
gotiorally was splendid; tho vottiries 
of tho coniio and tragic muses who 
filled subordinate parts in tho politi-- 
cal oxtravaganzajgained moro frequont 
and Yooiferoas applanso than ever 
greeted the most talented artists on 
the same boards, not excepting Charles 
Kem himself, but the hero of the play 
fell far short of the ourk, and, save 
the clumsy plaudits that emanated 
faom a few uj^ly looking " gods," his 
most tragic efforts failed to make an 
impression on any living creature 
present except a yellow specimen ot 
the canine species. JbLowever, the 
audience, who had never witnessed a 
pantomime in this country,, foil in- 
tensely grateful to tho dramatis pcr~ 
sonce for affording them so much 
amuBement free of charge. Thoro was 
a alight liitoh when tho curtain rose : 
there was no bill of tho play, no stage- 
manager, or prompter forthcoming to 
afford any clue as to what was to bo 
presented, and presently it appeared 
that they were to be favored with 
Shakspeare's tragedy of OtluHo, as a 
stalwart individual resembling ttio 
Moor of Venice advanced to the foot- 
lights, but he had hardly addressed 
the "potent, grave and reverend 
seignors" when the beneficiary made 
his appearance on tho stage and an- 
nounced the programme, apolo- 
gizing for the delay that had oc- 
curred, as be had been mueh dis- 
appointed by the non-attendance of 
several of the leading characters. 
We gave an elaborate criticism of the 
rich entertainment yesterday, but we 
have something moro serious to deal 
with to-day. We may quiz and ridi- 
onle the whole affair — and our best 
efforts will fail to convey an accurate 
idea of the truly farcical nature of tho 
proceedings, but we have nevertheless 
the grave fact to dispose of that, in 
■our midst are a certain class of men — 
no matter how despicable we may 
think them — who, while professing 
allegiance to Queen Victoria, are rot- 
ten at the core, and disloyal to the 
flag that protects them, entortaioing 
sentiments treasonable to the Throne 
and oountry, and consequently sub- 
versive of all good order and govern- 
ment. It will also go abroad that these

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LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Tbo Commercial says the Assialant Treas- 
urer has reoeivad Orders from Wasbiiigton, 
Huspending the ooDvarsioQ of thirties into 
bonds of 1865. 

Now York, Sept. 28— Stephens' hendquar. 
tcra wero all bustle and activity yostordaj'. 
Important negotiations are pending, whicli 
when published will astonisli tho brothern 
hood. A nolle 2>rosc(2ui hag been entered in 
tho case ol Roberts, Feniau Centre, and his 
case has been dismisaed. 

Port au BaEciue, Sept, 28. — There was an 
awful gale of wind, on Satarday, the 22nd, 
oil the eastern coast of Newfoandland. A 
f;reat many wrecks have been reported. A 
French frigate was lost at St. Pierro, and sev 
eral ooastors wore wrecked ; over 1,'jO dead 
bodies wore picked up at St. Pierre, on Sun* 
day, which were lost from different vessels. 
No further particulars have come to hand. 

New York, Sept. 28.— The St. Petersburg 
Burscn Zeitung says : all the preparatlona on 
tho maiD>land, and the soundings in Behring's 
Straits for the ooinploiion of the telegraph, 
will be constructed over a distance of 30,000 
miles beyond Renol ; and linos will bo fin- 
ished from Grantry Haven to tho Konypack, 
and along the valley of this river from Okaltx, 
to Giersbga, and perhaps even as far as 
Bekorled with tho Anadyr line The cable 
between Grantry Haven and Snigawen, a 
distacoo of 700 miles, and that between 
Capo Spondery and Capo Tolsto, in tho bay 
of Anadyr, will it is said bo laid before tho 
end of this month. American and Kussiiin 
energy has been very tjuiok iu taking sti'ps 
to complete the line which is to connect and 
hold together tho nations whose new alliance, 
although baptised in champagne, and her- 
alded forth by fireworks, cannot be regarded 
without a slight feeling of uneasiness by 
some of the westerly nations of Europe. 

Chicago, Sept 29. —Since the completion 
of tha Atlontic Gable, nnd the successful 
fishing np ol the old ono, whereby there are 
two cables in caccesstul operation, the Ilus" 
aisn extension of the Woslorn Union TelO'* 
grabp Company has been regarded as a 
failure, even if it should be completed ; be- 
canse on account of the great length of time 
it will require to transmit messages, it can 
never compete with the Atlantic Cables. 

New York, 28.— General Santa Anna has 
located his headquarters on Staten Island 
and has opened a regular business bureau 
for Ihe transaction of matters lookin;; to tho 
delivery of IVIexico from the French authority; 
ho is oooapied, so report goes, constantly 
with various people on that subject, aod has 
enlisted tho syinpaihies of the Fenian brother-, 
hood. Col. Roberts, Gen Sweeny and other 
Fenian chiefs arc zealous in tho attachment 
to bis cause and arc educating tha Irish to 
that belief. Three large steamers have been 
purchased for their nse.

San Francisco, Sept. 29.— Tho steamer 
Julia, when leaving the wharf at 4 o'clock 
to-day for Stockton, burst ber steam di am, 
killiog five of the orew and badly woaoding 
the remainder, the parser and engineer ; were 
badly scalded.

Victoria, V. I., October lat, 1886. 
Editors Colonist & Chbonicle, — Id these 
days of public meetings with no legitimate 
object, I may oay a very illegitimate one, I

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The Land Preemption Fallacy. 

EniTons Colonist & Ciiiio.vici.i:.— There 
aro ceriain persons among us who have 
bcee very industriously inculcating, that 
the Preemption Proclamation has been 
withdrawn by the Government ; and if tho 
newspaper reports bo true, it has even been 
ofserted as a fact in tho House of Assembly.

hy the unanimon.s re(|uest of the K.xploration 
Coii.mitlee to His K.xeelleiicy, to reserve that 
pnrtidii (il the i.sland from tho operation of 
the rniciainalioii until the aurilcrous na- 
liini of thai section had been lully asccr- 
laincd. This action vas taken by the com- 
inittop, and approved by the Governor to 
prevent would-be monopolists from appro- 
prialinir to ihenif-olves largo traots of land, 
and thereby depriving ihe " poor miuet" Of a 
elaini, e.xeept by purchase or lease from these 
liberal gonileineii I This is the bead and 
front of the olhiiiee nf the (Joveinment ; and 
1110 two most aeiive eirenlnlors ol this false 
charge, were busy im inbeiH of the com initlee 
when tbo re(pie>,t was made to withdraw 
that portion ol the country from tbo opera- 
liiin of the Act.
